Lyons, Wragg Request 


The lengthy controversy involving 
former school committee members and a 
deposed assistant superintendent of 
schools, may be approaching some sort of 
settlement. 

Selectmen, town manager, finance com-: 
mittee members and others involved in 
the matter were meeting in executive ses- 
sion Wednesday night specifically to ex- 
amine the request of former School Com- 
mitteemen John F. Lyons and John G. 
Wragg for financial relief due to legal 
costs involved in the actions stemming 
from the 1974 decision not to continue 
Edward P. Regan as assistant superinten- 
dent. 

Lyons, Wragg and George F. Olesen, 
have been sued by Regan for violation of 
civil rights and damages of $150,000 each 
are requested in the case heard before 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity in U.S. District 
Court in Boston. 

Both Lyons and Wragg filed subsequent 
Suit against the town seeking payment of 
legal costs in their defense, which have 
amounted to $10,000 or more. 

Judge Andrew R. Linscott, in a decision, 
filed July 20, found for the town, in deter- 
mining that there was no obligation on the 
part of the town to pay the legal costs. 

Judge Linscott in his decision said, 
‘‘Although it would seem that the town of 
Andover ought to come to the rescue of 
Lyons and Wragg, on the facts before me 
the town’s obligation does not rise to a 
legal obligation. 

“The current position of the town is 
hardly an incentive for seeking public of- 
fice in Andover,’’ Judge Linscott wrote. 

Subsequently, Lyons and Wragg have

The Children’s Musical Theater will pre- 
sent its summer production Thursday, 


. Aug. 17 at 7:30 p.m. at North Parish 


Church, North Andover. 


Entitled, ‘‘Starting from Scratch,’’ in- 
corporation of Andover (and North An- 
dover) in 1646. In it are presented such 
familiar figures as Osgood, Stevens, 
Bradstreet, Barnard and Holt, now 
recreated by Eeeoneny children of the 
town. 


During the play, which contains eight 
musical numbers, the audience watches 
each actor and actress transform his or 
her character into several varied roles. 


‘Employing costume additions and props 


from individual actor’s trunks on stage, 
each member of the chorus successively 
becomes a founding father, a hungry wolf, 
a settler’s wife, a native Indian and a stuf- 
fy Englishman. Throughout the musical, 
the story of our town’s earliest days is 
recounted by some of the original settlers, 
Goodman Poor, Abbot and Frye. If history 
has ever seemed a little dry, these three 
quickly clear the dust off the library shelf. 


Although primarily pure entertainment, 
the musical has a great deal to add to 
one’s knowledge of Andover before the 
days of cars, microwave ovens and depart- 
ment stores. Written by a resident whose 
own family dates back 330 years in Town 
history, the play is based on available 
records and writings of the incorporation 
era. (Many early records were, in fact, 
lost in an early Indian raid.) Audiences

appealed to selectmen asking considera- 
tion of providing funds for legal costs in- 
curred. Failing favorable consideration by 
the selectmen, manager and FinCom, the 
two former school committeemen would 
consider an appeal of the Linscott decision 
to a higher court. 


Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
this week that at the Wednesday night 
meeting he would encourage looking into 
the possibility of settling the whole case, 
including the suit filed by Regan, and the 
-easing of financial burdens borne by Lyons 
and Wragg. 

Olesen accepted counsel supplied by the 
town, thus he is not involved in the legal 
proceeding handed down against Lyons 
and Wragg. The latter two refused to 
accept counsel offered by the town initial- 
ly, opting for appointment of an attorney 
selected by them. Former Town Manager 
J. Maynard Austin rejected the request of 
Lyons and Wragg and offered other 
counsel which the two did not accept. 


Town Manager Clark said prior to 
Wednesday’s session that he could see “no 
clear benefit in unearthing the whole issue 
all over again. Most of the people involved 
are ne longer involved with the town. 


Those involved have been through a series 
of difficult years. I think it is time to look 
forward to what we can accomplish in the 
future, rather than looking back,’’ Clark 
said in stating he would urge examination 
of possibly settling and disposing of the 
whole issue. 

Lyons and Wragg have 30 days from the 
filing date of the Linscott decision to 
appeal the case, thus the request for con- 
sideration by the town. 


The judgement against Lyons and 
Wragg entered by Judge Linscott states, 
“In this unfortunate case, the plaintiffs 
cannot prevail.”’ 


The decision goes to point out that the 
expenses incurred by Lyons and Wragg in 
defending the federal litigation, against 
them are not incurred by the town councel 
or by an attorney legally employed for 
that litigation. 

The case was further complicated when 
Lyons and Wragg later agreed to accept 
counsel appointed by the town, and 
accepted by Olesen. The town-appointed 
lawyer then said he could not accept Lyons 

‘and Wragg as clients at that point due toa 
conflict of interest. 


Judge Linscott said: 


“The Town Manager was under no 
obligation ‘to appoint the attorney plain- 
tiffs desired. He did not act arbitrarily in 
refusing to accept the attorney they 
wanted. It was his choice. From the fact 
that he was willing to appoint the attorney 
Olesen wanted, it in no way follows that 
his refusal to follow the suggestion of 
plaintiffs is unreasonable. 


‘“‘Lyons and Wragg, former school com- 
mittee members of Andover, have to date 
incurred a total of at least $10,000 defen-

ding themselves in a suit by one Regan in 
the Federal District court. This suit arises 
out of acts performed by them while 
school committee members. They chose 
their own attorney in this litigation. The 
choice was not accepted by the Town 
Manager. The Federal litigation con- 
tinues, Lyons and Wragg, having been to 
such great expense, ask the town again to 
appoint counsel. The Town Manager has 
suggested the attorney that the town ap- 
pointed to represent Olesen (another 
school committee member sued in the 
Federal Court). This attorney cannot now 
accept the appointment because he says 
there is a conflict of interest which may 
exist between Lyons, Wragg and Olesen. 


‘Although it would seem that the Town 
of Andover ought to come to the rescue of 
Lyons and Wragg, on the facts before me 
the town’s obligation does not rise to a 
legal obligation. 


“The current position of the town is 
hardly an incentive for seeking public of- 
fice in Andover. , ; 

‘Judgment is to be entered for the 
defendant Town and the defendant Town

They could be hundreds of miles, not 
hundreds of yards away from civilization, 
to hear the CETA workers talk on the 
banks of the Shawsheen. 

With frogs croaking background music, 
the seven men who have been hired to 
reclaim the river for the enjoyment of An- 
dover residents, tell of seeing weasels and 
heron, assorted snapping turtles, hawks, 
and their unofficial mascot, a great horn- 
ed owl. 

Every day now, as they trek by land or 
by Shawsheen into the Ballardvale Reser- 
vation, they see ‘‘Boo-Boo’”’ at about the 
same place, same time. 


In fact, Israel Aviles, who hails from 
“Brooklyn Rico,”’ claims rather pseudo- 
superstitiously that he just doesn’t work 
right all day if he misses seeing his brown 
feathered friend with the six-foot wing 
span in the morning. 

Resting from their chores of cutting 
back brush and hauling up logs and.tires 
and animal carcasses, factory ‘skids and

other debris that have clogged the river 
over the years, they revel in the wildlife 
they’ve seen and the outdoor work they 
never dreamed they’d enjoy. 


Officially known as. the ‘‘Shawsheen 
River Reclamation Project,” their work 
began in mid-June, sponsored by AVIS 
(The Andover Village Improvement Socie- 
ty) and funded by CETA to the tune of $20,- 
000. 

The crew of six plus Leader Dick Gitz is 
nearly through the first sweep of the 
three-mile stretch of river between 
Ballardvale and the Horn Bridge. So far 
they’ve cleaned back brush overhanging 
the river on both sides, and have pulled out 
major obstacles. 

The next pass will be aimed at some of 
the more stubborn debris, such as tree 
trunks: that will require the aid of block 
and tackle, and finally — if possible before 
project time runs out in October — they’ll 
work on improving a network of paths and 
bridges.in the reservation, maybe even

build a boat launching pad. 

They’ll quickly admit it hasn’t been very 
appetizing work so far, with the constant 
nuisance of bugs and mosquitoes — the 


water washes the bug spray right off — 
and an occasional snake. Their rubber 
boots quickly fill up with water, causing 
fungus that’s hard to get rid of because 


_they’re never really dry. Sometimes the 


only way to get at a job is to go all the way 
in up to their elbows. 

Safety is a big concern of Gitz, who gave 
his workers a swimming test the first 
week. Swimming is something of a 
necessity because of the deceiving nature 
of the river. While some spots have been 
impassible, even for a canoe, the river is 
often waist deep and in some places, the 
bottom drops out completely. 

The men always carry a life jacket in 
their work canoe or row boat, and have 
been taught not to go in after an ‘‘over- 
board,’’ but rather to toss the jacket. 

Gitz has taught them a variety of other 
emergency procedures, such as how to 


deal with heat stroke, a severe laceration - 


or a broken bone, and once a week he 
throws in a surprise ‘‘emergency’’ situa- 
tion to make sure they’re on their toes. 

They’ve learned how to transport an in- 
jured worker out of the area, and they’re 
always aware of the nearest way to An- 
dover Street, where they could get to help, 
and then lead rescuers back. 

While AVIS’s Ballardvale Reservation 
on the west side of the river, and Conser- 
vation Commission land on the opposite 
side, are relatively narrow, the woods and 
underbrush are sometimes dense and 
rescuers without maps, could go in circles 
or end up in a swamp. 

The men also take salt tablets and drink 
a lot of water to combat the heat, and have 
voluntarily changed their workday back 
an hour, to begin at 7 a.m., to beat some of 
the afternoon heat. 

While working outdoors is new to most 
of the men, Gitz was handpicked by 
Ballardvale Reservation Warden Michael

Peltz, as a natural for the job. 
Ontario-born, Gitz majored in English 

at outdoors-oriented University of 

Colorado, then got drafted into Vietnam. 


He does a lot of canoeing — he raced in the 
annual AVIS event this year — has worked 
for Moor & Mountain in Andover, and is a 


promising outdoors writer, having con- ‘ é 
tributed to Mountain Gazette, Wilderness | 


Camping and The National Fisherman. 


He’s even written the book, so to speak — 


a chapter on river touring in the Explorers 
Ltd. Source Book. 


While he started out with an ‘‘unknown’”’ ® 


quantity, the crew of Julian Beard, Doug 
Allen, Mark Suduiko, Israel Aviles, Ken 
Covey, and Tom Coakley — Gitz has pulled 
them into a cohesive group that seems to 
work congenially and productively 
together. 

Beard says he’d never thought of having 
an outside job like this before, but despite 
the hard work, he’d rather be working 
with nature, in the fresh air, than in a fac- 
tory. 

Allen says the job’s ‘‘going along 


great.”’ He’d think twice about doing it es 
again but only, he says, because he wants ® 


to try a lot of different things. Suduiko 


looks at it ‘‘as a job,”’ but thinks he’s doing mmm 
“a good job,” and wouldn’t mind being out _ 


of doors every summer. 


Covey is teased about having ended up 
accidentally in the drink every now and 
then, but he’s gained a fair prowess as an 
Oarsman and doesn’t object to the hard 
work. Coakley was out briefly with pulled 
muscles, but the crew has generally been 
lucky as far as serious illness and accident 
go. 
While there’s a fair amount of razzing 
among themselves, perhaps an important 


byproduct of the project is that this unlike- é 


ly group has learned to work together, 
with mutual respect, to get a rather dif- 
ficult job done. 

And as a visitor wanders off through the 
woods, back toward civilization, the men 
pick up their saws and pruners and begin 
belting out a macho song, all under the 
watchful eye, no doubt, of a great horned 
owl named Boo-Boo.

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ional Library To Move 


Project Plans Outlined 


Contract agreements were worked out 
between the town and the architects for 
the proposed school renovation project at 
a meeting of the school building com- 
mittee this week. 

The agreement with Perley F. Gilbert 
Associates of Lowell, provides the firm 
with a fee of 7.1 per cent of the total con- 
struction cost as bid. 

The fee would be altered only if the 
scope of the total project was materially 
changed. 

The meeting Monday night concerned 
itself principally with the contract agree- 
ment and outlining the various phases 
which will be subject to review prior to 
presenting the project to next year’s town 
meeting. 

Architects will first present to the 
building committee the schematic phase 
which will be an important key in outlining 
the total project cost estimate. 

In this phase, the overall costs of the 
total project will be outlined and sub- 
mitted to the school building committee 
and school committee which will make 
any major changes in order to ap- 
proximate the anticipated construction 
budget. 

As presented to town meeting this year 
in their quest for planning funds, the $10 
million project is to provide for major 
renovtion of East Junior High school, with 
addition of classrooms, renovation at West 
Junior High and the high school, and con- 
Struction of an auditorium-classroom 
building on the Shawsheen road school 
campus. 

The schematic phase for review will be 
an important one as the committees 
attempt to keep the project within the 
monetary framework given by the vote of 
this year’s town meeting. 


In Phase two, the design stage, changes ° 


will be more difficult and costly to make. 
This phase includes getting into the type of 
materials to be used and the actual design- 
ing of the various parts of the total pro- 
ject. 

Following this stage of planning, and 
receiving approval of the building com- 
mittee, the architects will then proceed 
with phase three, preparation of bid 
documents and calling for proposals for 
construction. 

At this point town meeting will be asked 
to provide the funds for the project and 
move toward the actual construction 
stage. 

The building committee and architects 
also spent time Monday night reviewing 
the educational specifications and will 
continue to do so with the superintendent 
of schools and his staff. 


Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
that the architectural firm, which has 


done considerable work in Andover in the | : 
past, has agreed not to accept any other | 


work in excess of $2 million, while work- 
ing on the Andover project, which means 
that the staff will be devoting its attention 
solely to the renovation-auditorium plans 
for ‘the town. 

Clark said he had talked with officials in 
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The regional library facility, now 
located in the Theater Building on Essex 
street, may soon be looking for space 
elsewhere. 

State library officials have indicated to 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark that they 
are not interested in being relocated to the 
Cardinal Cushing gymnasium in 
Shawsheen and are interested in a long 
term lease, which the town is not in a posi- 
tion to accommodate, at the moment, ac- 
cording to the manager. 

Clark said that he had received a com- 
. munication from the Boston Public 
Library this week, which is the lessor for 
the Eastern Regional Library Systems, 
replying to the town’s offer of facilities at 
the gymnasium building in Shawsheen.

The manager said the regional agency 
was not interested in the Shawsheen 
facilities and would be desirious of a long 
term contract with the town. 


But, Clark said, his responsibility is to 
view the town’s needs first. There is a

need for providing services for the elderly - 
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A Rather Poignant Remark 
From The Bench 


A Superior Court Judge has upheld the town in its con- 
tention that it is not liable for the legal costs incurred by 


‘former School Committeeman John F. Lyons and John 


G. Wragg in defense of a suit against them. 

Lyons and Wragg had sought the town’s assistance in 
paying for the costs incumbent in their defense against 
a suit brought by former Assistant Supt. of Schools 
Edward J. Regan. Obligations on the part of the two 
mén have reached or surpassed the $10,000 mark. 

In stating that the town was not obligated to pay for 
thé legal fees, and also that the town manager has the 
right to choose counsel, Judge Andrew R. Linscott, in 
his decision made a rather poignant reference to the un- 
fortunate state in which Lyons and Wragg find 
themselves. 

The Superior Court Justice states,’’ The current posi- 
tion of the town is hardly an incentive for seeking public 
office.”’ 

Judge Linscott also points out, ‘‘Although it would 
seem the town of Andover ought to come to the rescue 
af Lyons and Wragg, on the facts before me, the town’s 
obligation does not rise to a legal obligation.”’ 

We feel his reference to the incentive to seek public 
office a particularly important consideration for An- 
dover officials and residents. 

Without dealing in the merits of the actions of the two 
school committeemen in deposing Regan as assistant 
superintendent of schools in 1975, the fact remains that 
both Lyons and Wragg were elected public officials. 

In seeking public office they received support from a 
substantial portion of the electorate who obviously were 
in agreement with their theories and thoughts on the 
public education system in Andover. 

Their actions, joined by the vote of George F. Olesen, 
we assume was done in what they considered the in- 
terests of the town, as elected representatives. 

By ordinary standards, their actions could be tested 
at a subsequent election, at which the voters could 
signify whether or not they agreed. 


There appears to be no mecharics for the indem- 
nification of the former public officials under terms of 
the town’s existing laws. 

Therefore, they remain liable for court costs and 
possibly a judgement against them, if the courts so 
determine. | 

This, indeed, is sufficient deterrent to anyone in An- 
dover who might be desirous of offering himself to. 
public service, whether it be elective of appointive of- 
fice. | 

We think, at this point, that some things have been 
proven, if indeed, proof through legal recourse, was 
necessary. 

Lyons and Wragg may have been wrong in refusing to 
accept counsel supplied by the town manager. They had 
counsel offered to them, and refused, seeking appoint- 
ment of another lawyer of their own choosing. 

What the case before Judge Linscott upholds is the 
charter of the town of Andover, which dictates that the 
town manager has the authority to appoint counsel, with 
the approval of the selectmen. | 

That point affirmed, it seems proper to now attempt 
to indemnify Lyons and Wragg in some manner which 
would insure that the town as a corporate entity sup- 
ports its elected and appointed officials in their official 
actions, regardless of ultimate popularity. 

We understand that the matter is back before the 
town manager and selectmen, as Lyons and Wragg seek 
either financial relief from the town, or appeal the 
Superior Court decision, at additional legal cost. 

Hopefully some avenue may be found to assist them, 
even in view of the fact that some in the community 
would still question the merits of their actions in April 
of 1975. 

Basis for the approach to the matter would seem to be 
discounting the personalities and politics involved, and 
looking at the more important consideration of whether 
Andover provides the type of climate which permits 
offering one’s self to public service.

The good news for corn lovers is that 
Massachusetts growers planted 7,600 
acres of sweet corn this year, six percent 
more than they did last year, according to 
the Massachusetts Department of Food 
and Agriculture.

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Museum Has Successful Year 


The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, end- 
ed its 1977-1978 fiscal year with one of the 
most successful exhibition programs and 
one of the highest yearly attendance 


figures in its history, Howard W. Johnson, ' 


the Museum’s President announced today. 
Johnson made the announcement several 
days after the conclusion of the Museum’s 
record-breaking exhibition ‘Pompeii 
AD79.’ 

Jan Fontein, the Museum’s Director 
said that the MFA attracted over 890,000 
visitors in 12 months, a figure which 
represents better than a 75 per cent in- 
crease in visitors over the previous fiscal 
year. Fontein attributed the increase in 
attendance to the public’s enthusiastic 
response to the Museum’s program of 
special exhibitions. He said that these 
have included a diverse offering of shows, 
among them ‘Pomeii AD79,’ the exhibit of 
art and artifacts from the ancient Roman 
city which ended its three month stay at 
the MFA July 16 after having been seen by 
over 430,000 people. It was the single best 
attended exhibit in the Museum’s history, 
Fontein added. 


Fontein pointed out that even before 
Pompeii AD79 went on view in April, the 
Museum’s level of attendance had remain- 
ed consistently ahead of the previous 
year’s.

One of the items fre- 
quently overlooked 
when remodeling or 
buying a new home, is 
the capacity of the hot 
water heater.
